no motive in giving false testimony, The 
Chinese witnesses were all of one family 
party, and they of course very naturally. 
endeavoured to screen the woman, Then 
again the hasty mantier in which the de- 

_ eeased had been buried was 4 suspicious 
circumstance. The body was burled in’ 
old. rage, and the Chinese were wont 
to shew “great rospect to their dead ; 
even tho poorest of them managed to get 
some kind of decent clothing for their 
deceased friends. Unfortunately the medical 
testimony was not conclusive as to the 
causo of death, decomposition having set 
in so rapidly; but-at the same time if 
the deceased had been beaten the places 
ao beaten would very naturally decompose 
yauch more rapidly than the other parts, 
and ‘the body was very much decomposed 
about the head and shoulders. They bad 
heard the evideice, however, and he. 
would Jeave the case in their hands, Tf 
they thought the death of the deceased was 
nooelerated: by. beating, they count: find a 
verdict of manslaughter, but at tho same 
time they could give an open vordiot if 
they did not think the evidence conclusive.

This case oame again before the Court in 
the shape of an argument on certain legal 
points rocorved by Mr Justice Snowden, 
who originally tried the case. . 

The prisoner waa under confinement 
fn Viotorla Gaol on 6 sentence of 
five yoars’ penal servitude for burglary. 
In tho course of his imprisonment he 
committed a breach of the Gaol discipli.e 
Lat ada to work and was ordered by 

Tomlin, the acting superintendent of 
_ the Gaol to three days’ solitary confinement 
to take effect on the 15th, 2tst and 22nd 

Juno last, and while undergoing this 

solitary oopinement on the 2st he attem- 

pted to break out’ of his cell by, removing 
the bricks of the wall. The prisoner was 
indicted for attempt to escape from his cell 
and wes found guilty.’ In the course of 
the trial, however, several pointh were 
yesorved for argument, and they took 
the form of a stated caso, in which 
several questions were submitted to the 

Qourt; ‘of which ‘the following is the 

effect (1) Whether regiilation No. 4, 

under the head. of puuishment for breach 

of Gaol rules, a8 authorised by an Order in 

Council published in the Government Gazette 
» dated the 1::th March 1877, was repugnant 

to the provisions of Section 11 of Ordinance 

No. 4 of 1863, so far aa the latter autho.

After further discussion, the Attorney 
Genoral proceeded to the sevond. point, 
whether the Gaoler had authority to award 
three days’ solitary confinoment which tore 
not consecutive. The Ordinance gave him 
the power to award that punishment to 
apy prisoner for breach of Gaol discipline, 
for a period not exceeding three days, but 
it did not specify whether the three days 
- should be consecutive or not, whereas the 
~ Gaol Regulations provided that they were 

to be consecutive. : 
The Chief Justica did not seo why this 
point ahotild be adjndicated by this Court, 
for if the Gaoler was guilty of any milscon-

| pengees the Superintendent of the Gaol, 

‘here was o prisoner confined in the Gaol 
whose wife's sister the Superintendent 
married, and there. was great jollification 
in the superintendent’s houte attached to 
the-Gaol building. ‘There was a dinner in 
the house that night and the prisoner was 
invited to {t, During the trial-of this case, 
the question of the limita of the prison was 
much discussed and-it was held that the 
superintendent’s house waa not part of 
the prison, The prisoner_was convicted 
for breach of prison. and how long be was 
sentenced to his Lordship could not re- 
member. Ny 

The Attorney General contended that as 
regarde the present case, the prigoner was 
in the lawful custody of Mr Tomlin, and 
if he attompted to escape by attempting to 
break away from the cell in which he was! 
lawfully confined he was guilty of a mols- 
demeanor, 

The Chief Justice thought the putting of 
the prisoner into the solitary cell was a do- 
mestic punishment 5 he had committed a 
breach of the Gaol discipline and was put 
there to be subdued. If he epee in 
tho breach of discipline, he could be fogged 
every time he did so until he was subdued. 
Be did not think that hia offence could 
be called breach of prison. 

The Attorney General pointed out that 
the prisoner was not indicted for breach of 
prison but for attempt to break out of his 
cell with intent to escape, 

Tho Ohief Justice asked for the Attorney 
Goneral’s authority for such an indictment. 

The Attorney General submitted that the 
cell the: prisoner was lawfully put in was 
his prison. 

1 Justice, Snowden mipones &@ case 
where a prisoner was ordered to be put in 
atocks in the gaol, and he attempted to

The Attorney General replied that it. was; 
the stocks wuold at that time be the modo 
of his imprisonmont and was consequdntly 
his prison. 

Disoussion sgain tumed on domestlo 
punishment for breach of the rules and ro- 
gulations of the Gaol. The Chief Tustice 
thought that as the Superintendent was 
authorised to inflict flogging even from day 
to day on prisoners in conjunction with the 
Magistrate, the offence of. attempting to 
break from the cell could be so dealt with. 

The Attorney General said that power of 
the Superintendent would not oust the 
jurisdiction of this Court, He repeated 
the argument that as the Ordinance gave 
the Superintendent power to imprison a 

risoner within the prison, any attempt to 
Preats away therefrom, even. from the 
stocks, was a misdemeanor, for an attempt 
to commit’a misdemeanor was a misde- 


meanor, * 

The Chief Justice sald that if it was part 
of a prigoner’s sentence that he should 
be exposed in the etocks outside the prison, 
and that he attempted to escape from the 
stocka while in oustody, it would clearly be 
a breach of prison, but if he attempted to 
do so in the Gaol, it was, to his Lordship’s 
mind, not a breach of prison. 

On the 8rd question, the Attorney 
General argued that the Ordinance 
over-rode the Gaol rules and regula 
tlons. Tbo Ordinance only said that the 
Superintendont could award solitary con- 
finement not exceeding three days, and 
did not say consecutively, If Mr Tomlin 
had this. power conferred on him by 
the Ordinance, the rules and regulations 
could not take it away from him. The 
question here was whether or not the Supe- 
rintendont had power to give three days’ 
solitary confinement not to be consecutive. 
Tho Attorney General had looked through 
the Ordinances and in all of them with one 
or two exceptions, there was.a fixing. of 
time within which a sentence was to be 
carried ont, but in this particular case, It 
was notso. This shewed clearly the inten- 
tion of the Legislature in leaving out the 
word consecutively, for if the gaoler was 
obliged to glyo three conseontive days’ 
solitary confinement, it might interfere 
with the arrangements of the Gaol. ~ 

Mr Snowden asked if in giving these 
three days which were not consecutive, 
Mr Tomlin was following old practice. 

Mr Tomlin said he was. 

The Chief Justice thought the word 
‘consecutively’ was understood in the 
Ordinance, for how would it -be if of the 
three days were to be spread. over to one 
day to-morrow, 
hence, and another three months ‘further 
ons «It was ettoply absurd. 

The Attorney General sald it might look

Tho Chief Justice interposed. and-said he 
could not construe a penel law’ absurdly, 
and would not do #0. : caer: 

The Attornoy General observed that the 
breaking up of the three days would be 
rather liked by the. prisonors, he thought. * 

Tho Chief Justice said it would not ; the 
punishment would appear heavier to the 
prisoners, as.they would have it hanging 
over their heads for an unlimited period, 

Brief argument then followed on the re- 

| maining questions, and in the end thelr 
Lordships reserved judgment on the points, 

‘At the conclusion, when the prisoner 
‘van being removed from the dock, the 
Chief Justice struck -npon the idea that- 
every word ofthe argument should be ia- 
terpreted to the prisoner, 53 he had a right 
to argue in reply, _ If-he could be repre- 
sented by Counssl, ho could surely argue

‘he Attomey General suggested that.the 
practice at home was that the prisonor need 
not be present. ' In cases of polnts reserved, 
the Court was the prisoner's counsel, and 
so far as the present prisoner was concerned, 
he was in vety good hands, :

LARCENY. 

Cheung Tso Kew, one of the defendants 
in the foregoing case, was also charged with 
stealing an umbrella, a silver watch, a Ger- 
man silver tea-pot, a coffee-pot and a butter 
dish, the property of Mr ©. A. de Britto, 
who liyed at No, 2, Staunton Street. The 
prisoner was in the employ of Mr Britto 
from 1st June to 8th July, and a robbery 
was committed in the house on the 
last named day, when tho prisoner disap- 
peered. While the ‘prisoner’ was under 
Yemand in connection ‘with the previous 
oage, ho was seen by Mr Britto as he was 
brought out of Gaol ons day. He was at 
once identified, and a report was made to 
Inspector Cameron, who questioned him. 
He admitted that he stole the things in 
company with a man named A Sung. A 
pawn-ticket was found on him and it related 
to an umbrella which was recognised by 
Mr Britto. The prisoner stated.that he had 
pawned the watch at a pawn-shop at Chi- 
nese Kow-loong for $3. Enquiries’ were 
made there and this was found to be correct, 
only the watch had beon redeemed before, 
the prisoner having lost the ticket. As to 
the services, he gave them to A Sung as his 
share of the booty.—Mr Britto valued the 
watch ot $14 and the tea services at $25. 
The prisoner was also committed for trial on 
this charge. ‘ 


Manila. 
(From the Manila Papers.) 

Tho importation of gold snd silver into 
tbe Fhilippines during the 2nd fortnight of 
July was $268,200 in Spanish gold coins, 
and $33,837 in Spanish nilvercoins. There 
was'no exportation of any kind during the 
same period. i 

The Treasury bas received, during the 
month of July, in the way of duty colleated 
at,the Custom House of Manila, the sum of 
$182,326.35, against $90,017.60 same time 
last, year,—-thus showing an increase this 
year of $42,308 85,. which speaks well for 
the public penny, 

The works at the Mint for the reception 
of new machinery are far advanced, as 
the workmen work day and night for ite 
completion, and it ts expected it will be 
concluded in the course of one and a half 
or two months more. 

Of 20,000 quintales leaf.tobaceo to be 
forwarded to Kurope by the Government,
